Italy Eighty-five Stories High

well rub their eyes at the new plans 


which Signor Mussolini has approved 
for the bewutilying of thelr city, 

And what would amaze them most 
all would be learn about the 
colossal skyscraper which Signor 
Mario Palanti, an architect born in 
Milan, but known all over Italy and 
South America for his wonderful artis- 
tic and engineering genius, will set 
up outside the town if he can get suf- 
ficient support. 

It will be no less than eighty-five 
stories high and the highest skysecrap- 
er in the world is only fifty—and will 
cost 400 million lire, about four mil-J 
lion pounds, to build. And when ft 
is built it will contain; 5,000 offices, a 
huge arena, a theatre, a concert hall, 
picture galleries and promenades. 

The Mole Littoria, as the new land- 
mark will be called, is to be set up! 
in the form of a huge telescope stand- 
ing on end at full extension. Its base 
will be twenty stories high, and the 
topmost point of its highest tower will 
reach 1,185 feet, over three times the 
height of St. Peter's, and nearly three 
limes as high as St. Paul’s Cathedral. 
Built of concrete, with steel girders, 
{t will rise into the clear Italian sky 
like the graceful palace ‘of a dream,
